Mattox, Vensngo's courmgectus ropresen-
tative lod in the opposition to the bill
and made n vigoroua protest against its
adoption, He was ably seconded by bin
vlome personal friend Merrick of Thoge,
both of whom threw sowms solid chunks
of wisdom aud sound Judgement into the
discumsion in oppesition to the bill. Gen-
oral Nilew and the vetaran George V.
Law rance slso ndmonishsd the House 1n
very strong logle not (o pstablish so dan-
gorotin & precedent.  Representative
Fooht of Union, quoted the vensrable ex-
Chief-Justice Agnaw in opposition to the
bill, and gave the snbstance of an inter-
view had with that distinguishod jurist
on the pension bill, My, Herman, Sny-
der econntie’s thoroughly Independent
and‘bright young Representative, also
gave the bill some heard knooks. Mr,
Riter, inther of the bill, defended his
measnre vigorously,and Speaker Walton
took the Hoor for halfan bhour and with
all the forco at his command pleaded for
the passage of the bill,

side of Philndelphia and Allegheny
conntles, which were solidly for it, was
due to the pursonal etforts of thie speaker,
and It passed by & vote of 107 to 757, 1tia
thought by soime that the Seoste may
kill it, bt that is niot at all prolable, and
it is mltogother likoly that Governor Has-
tings will have un opportunity to attach
vr withhold his signature to tho bill Jong
belore the sessiomn closes.
